The Chairman advised the Board of the upcoming licensure fee

increases.  He assured the Board that this increase is for all

professional licenses regulated by the Department.  The increase is

set at thirty percent (rounded up to the nearest ten dollars).

Members were provided with a copy of the “2008” meeting schedule. 

The Administrator also provided a copy of the application for the new

license category of  “Volunteer” created by legislation enacted during

the last legislative session.  This license type is specifically for retired

dentists/dental hygienists.  

Upon motion of Dr. Benoit, seconded by Mr. Manchester, it was

unanimously VOTED by the Board to adjourn the meeting at 9:10 a.m.
